DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character "26" has been used to designate both blade wheel and shovel wheel, see 
claim 1. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: figure 2 does not 
shows the throttle means 38 as mentioned in page 8, paragraphs 4 and 5. A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 13 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend on a multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01(n). 
Accordingly, the claim 13 has not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1-19 are vague and indefinite as to what is to be considered a shovel wheel and 
shovels; the definition of a shovel does not support the shown structure. 
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In claim 17 a broad range or limitation followed by linking terms (e.g., preferably, 
maybe, for instance, especially) and a narrow range or limitation within the broad range 
or limitation is considered indefinite since the resulting claim does not clearly set forth 
the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

8. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Meinander, US Patent No. 5,861,052. 

Meinander teaches a process and device for degassing a liquid. Meinander shows 
in the figures a device including a rotatable hollow rotor connected to a stationary fluid 
inlet and a stationary fluid outlet at the opposite end. Meinander teaches also a gas 
exhaust at the center of the device and teaches a bladed wheel at the inlet and outlet ends, 
see figures 1 and 2a-2b. Figure 2a shows a blade wheel having an arcuate shape; see the 
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internal surface of the blades. The device shown by the references seems to have all the 
limitations of the claims, or at least the minor modification(s) to obtain the claimed 
invention would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
Meinander teaches also the degassing of the liquid slurry and the use of the pump in the 
papermaking industry as part of the backwater degassing system, see figure 6 and column 
11, lines 1-63.
